IS THE WAGE-HOUR LAW BENEFICIAL? | 

Ne man can say with any degree of cer- 
tainty what effect the new wage-hour law, 
which becomes operative in October, will have 
on the national economy, or whether anybody, 
in the long run, will actually benefit under it. 

This law, however, as well as the entire 
theory of a minimum wage, is likely to prove 
somewhat of a hoax at the expense of labor. 
After all, the purchasing power of the wage is 
a more important factor in considering the 
worth of a man’s earnings than its value in 
terms of dollars. Who can say, under present 
economic and financial conditions in the United 
States, in what kind of money wages will be 
paid seven years, or even one year, hence? A 
backward glance over the pages of history, and 
not so far back at that, will indicate that 25 
cents in some currencies often bought more 
goods than $2, or even $200, in some others. 

Next year’s lawfully fixed minimum wage 
may not buy as much of the needed things of 
life as today’s bottom scale. Inasmuch as the 
price of the things the worker must buy hasn’t 
been fixed in relation to the fixed wage, and 
can’t be fixed without complete government 
control of industry, he may be agreeing to what 
actually amounts to a reduction instead of the 
Increase he thinks he’s going to get. Further- 
more, it should be remembered, the minimum 
wage often became the maximum in some in- 
dustries during the days of NRA, for the reason 
there was no legal requirement, nor could there 
be under that arrangement, to pay a higher 
scale than the minimum. 

On the other hand, if a wage agreed upon 
now buys twice as much next year when it be- 
comes effective, will it be possible for industry 
to maintain it and, at the same time, remain 
solvent? In all probability it would be an eco- 
nomic impossibility. It would be, to all intents 
and purposes, an enforced doubling of wages 
during a slump. 

Nor will the benefits of the law be as wide- 
spread as anticipated by labor. It is estimated 
that not-more than 200,000 wage earners will 
get an increase in pay. This is indicative of at 
least one thing: American industry, engaged 
in interstate commerce, already maintains a 
comparatively high, although unfixed, mini- 
mum wage. 

The law, of course, applies only to industries 
engaged in interstate commerce. But therein 
lies the chief complication as regards adminis- 
tration. What constitutes interstate commerce? 
No court, or any other body of men, has yet 
been able to define it in its finer shades. It 
seems to be merely a matter of opinion. 

It will be largely the duty of the administra- 
tor to decide this complex question; to delve 
into the operations of every plant, every busi- 
ness in the nation, to determine whether or not 
i¢ should be brought under control of the law. 
He will be assisted by some 750 local boards, 
somewhat after the old NRA pattern, but with 
more power. But this seems rather a com- 
plicated method of raising the pay of a com- 
paratively few workers, A simple nod from re- 
lief Administrator Harry Hopkins, a man with 
complete control, increased the wages of two 
and a half times as many WPA workers in the 
south alone, as will receive increases under the 
new law in the entire nation. 

The new law foreshadows the enactment of 
Similar uniform legislation in all the states. 
The vaunted ceiling over working hours and 
floor under wages will then have been com- 
pleted for all industry, whether engaged in in- 
trastate or interstate commerce. But it fore- 
dooms private business as now constituted. 
Private control of prices and production are 
both unlawful, yet both are essential to the 
maintenance of fixed wages and hours. 

The enactment of this law, although intend- 
ed to benefit labor, will probably benefit no one. 
It is simply another stride in the direction of 
@ planned economy. And planned economy, 
measured in the light of history and human 
relations, can become but bitter disillusion.

MEDICAL CARE FOR INDUSTRIAL WORKERS 

A recent tabulation by the American Asso- 
ciation of Industrial Physicians and Surgeons 
indicates that the loss to industry, as a result 
of illness and injury to workers, amounts to 
$6,000,000,000 annually. Occupational diseases 
account for one-third of this loss. 

Not unmindful of this heavy drain on its 
resources, industry has gradually worked up to 
the point where over 15,000,000 men and women 
workers are regularly provided with free:med- 
ical examinations and medical care for all 
injuries and illnesses incurred in line of em- 
ployment. The expense of the service, it is 
contended, saves the employer money in the 
long run. 

Out of 11,000,000 women who work for wages 
in the United States, 2,000,000 are factory em- 
ployes. These women workers, it is stated, are 
less resistant to dust, fumes and gasses than 
men; more susceptible to poisons, monotony and 
fatigue. For this reason, they are given special 
attention. Married women, however, are a 
greater problem. The percentage of stillbirths 
and the rate of infant mortality are higher 
among these workers. 

In abatement of these conditions, pre- 
employment examinations and periodical check- 
ups are being’ made. Employment of women 
in industry involving exposure to lead and 
benzol is being discouraged. Better seating, 
with back rests, no night worx, clean lunch 
rooms, quiet rest rooms, education emphasizing 
health and adequate nursing and medical care 
are advocated. Short rest periods during morn- 
ings and afternoons are considered essential to 
maintaining the proper standard of health and 
efficiency among women factory workers. 

Industry is to be commended for its foresight 
in taking hold of this problem. It doesn’t make 
a lot of difference whether the question is ap- 
proached from a selfish or a humanitarian 
point of view: The results—healthier, happier 
and more efficient workers—are the same. 


PLAY SAFELY ON THE FOURTH 

Falling on Monday this year, the Fourth of 
July adds an extra day to the week end. This 
added time will lure many people to distant 
points in quest of recreation and pleasure and, 
at the same time provide the stay-at-homes 
with more hours for celebration and enjoyment. 
It is safe to say the “old bus,” whether driven 
to the mountains, the seashore or just around 
town, will be kept unusually busy. 

In past years, however, when the Fourth fell 
on Monday and offered this extra day for 
pleasure, it brought more death, suffering and 
sadness into American homes, most of which 
was totally unnecessary. The extra time and 
the urge for overdoing raised the fatalities 
from motor accidents, swimming parties, fire- 
works, fishing, far beyond what it would have 
been during an equal number of days separated 
into single holidays. 

It, is to be hoped, there will be no repetition 
of the experiences of other years. These mul- 
tiple holidays have taken an average of 500 
persons in death and 14,000 injured, many 
maimed for life. Many of these would be here 
this year to again enjoy the Fourth except for 
the fact that an unnecessary chance was taken, 
a little extra speed added. And many of these 
unfortunate. accidents fall upon the children, 
the victims of adult carelessness and reckless- 
ness. 

It is one thing to have a good time. It is 
another thing to jeopardize the lives of hun- 
dreds of innocent people. If all men and women 
in Georgia, in the United States, made up their 
minds there would be no recklessness, no care- 
lessness, during the forthcoming holiday, there 
would be fewer sad homes on the Fifth of July.

| NEW YORK—The fundamental 
directive of British foreign pol- 
\icy is to bring about a general ap- 
| peasement in Europe in order that 
‘the British Empire may have her 
hands free to attend to matters 
'which concern her far more vital- 
‘ly than what happens in Czecho- 
'slovakia, in the Polish corridor, or 
‘places thereabout. England’s em-

To be sure, Signor 
Mussolini has furnished ample 
proof to Britain that he is in earn- 
est about making peace in the 
Mediterranean area. He has with- 
drawn several divisions of troops

In the Strasbourg area alone— 
near the German frontier—there 
were 150 convictions on espionage 
charges in 1937. This year such 
convictions have averaged nearly 
four a week. 

The death penalty will apply to 
certain forms of peacetime espion- 
age, while sentences of penal 
servitude for life, hitherto re- 
served for wartime espionage, also 
were made applicable to peace- 
time convictions. 

Forms of espionage for which 
the death penalty may be imposed 
include entering into a contract 
with a foreign power with the in- 
tent of weakening the nitional de- 
fense, taking up arms in a foreign 
army against France, and furnish- 
ing information to a foreign power 
concerning inventions, manufac- 
turing processes, studies, industrial 
methods, maps, documents or mil- 


itary plans which might be used 


against France in time of war.

Plan Would Show Eight Bil. 
lion Shortage Instead of 
$1,400,000,000.

The treasury will show a deficit 
of $1,400,000,000 for the fiscal 
year ending Thursday night, but 
some experts calculated today that 
if this government had used the 
Swedish bookkeeping system it 
would show a deficiency of $8,- 
000,000,000.
